Downtown strip 
dub rejected by 
appeal board 


Poles apart. Residents 
didn't want to see club 
in historic building 


There will be no bump. There 
will be no grind. There will be 
no girls, no girls, no girls. 

A proposed strip club in 
downtown Edmonton was re¬ 
jected Thursday as a city board 
pulled the development permit 
for the project. 

The former owners of an¬ 
other strip club had hoped to 
turn the historic Canada Perma¬ 
nent Building on 100 Street just 
north of Jasper Avenue into the 
Crazy Horse Gentleman’s club. 

They had received the in¬ 
itial approval from the city’s 
development officer to move

ahead, but a coalition of local 
residents and property owners 
took the case to the city’s de¬ 
velopment appeal board. 

After a lengthy hearing, the 
board came back with a rejec¬ 
tion late Thursday afternoon. 

The board did not give rea¬ 
sons for the rejection Thurs¬ 
day, but a written decision will 


come out within a few weeks. 

Brad Smith, who represents 
the owners of a nearby build¬ 
ing, said he was pleased the 
board ruled as they did. 

“It’s reflective of the coali¬ 
tion of downtown businesses, 
residents and tenants that de¬ 
cided the use in that particular 
location wasn’t in fine with 
downtown renaissance,” he 
said. 

Would-be owner Ian Allen 
had no comment after the deci¬ 
sion, but before he said he in¬ 
tended to run a high-end estab¬ 
lishment. 

“We don’t have a real top- 
end gentleman’s club in that 
area,” he said. 

Allen also said he intended 
to run a secure club and crime 
would not be a problem. 

“Any bar that is operated 
poorly will generate crime or 
drugs and it’s up to the oper¬ 
ator to run the bar properly.”

“It’s like a big video game.” 

That’s how Hinton resi¬ 
dent Terry Lewis described 
the Computer-Assisted Re¬ 
habilitation Environment 
(CAREN) he used at the Glen- 
rose Rehabilitation Hospital 
on Thursday. 

Facing a large screen while 
standing on a platform, Lewis 
is strapped into a harness 
while the simulator shows a 
walking path on the screen. 
As Lewis moves along in the 
simulation, the platform is 


raised to challenge his bal¬ 
ance and co-ordination while 
computers and sensors track 
his progress. 

“I have a problem going 
up and down hills in the real 
world, so when I’m in here, 
I can do hills, inclines and 
declines and I’m strapped to 
a harness so it gives you the 
confidence,” he said. 

The simulator is one of a 
kind in Western Canada, and 
is being used by healthcare 
specialists to tailor rehab 


programs to the needs of pa¬ 
tients. 

“The great thing about the 
CAREN program is we are in 
complete control of that en¬ 
vironment,” said Jacqueline 
Hebert, medical lead of Adult 
Amputee program at Glen- 
rose. 

Research into the simula¬ 
tors has included use by 16 
single-limb amputees nation¬ 
ally, with plans to add more 
patients later this month.

Library program losing 
its provincial funding

The Edmonton Public Libraiy 
is hoping the city will take on 
the funding for a program that 
keeps social workers at the 
Stanley Milner Libraiy, because 
the provincial grant that has 
paid for it is running out. 

Pilar Martinez, deputy chief 
executive officer of Edmonton 
Public Libraries, said with the 
grant ending, the libraiy isn’t 
asking for any new money for 
the approximately $300,000-a- 
year program, and will instead 
aim to find the money else¬ 
where if council approves their 
budget. 

“We have been able to find 
the money through operational 
efficiencies,” she said. “We can 
do that within the targets that 
the city has provided us.” 

Jared Tlcachuk, one of the 
social workers on the program, 
said the Milner branch can be 
a gathering place for the dis-

advantaged and it makes sense 
to serve them where they are. 

“If you’re on the streets, 
there aren’t a lot of safe places, 
but a lot of people we have 
asked have identified the li¬ 
braiy as a safe place,” he said. 

He said once a person feels 
safe, the social workers can get 
them to start thinking about 
their future. 

“They are able at that mo¬ 
ment to look beyond just sur¬ 
vival,” Tkachuk said. 

Tkachuk said if they were 
to lose the program it would be 
veiy troubling for the people 
who depend on it. 

“You would have a lot of 
people who would not have the 
support and the sense of friend¬ 
ship and companionship they 
have here.”

Provincial 
government takes 
the long view 
on cornea 
transplants 

The Alberta government 
says it will start 
importing corneas 
from British Columbia 


and the United States 
to help reduce the 
wait times for 
patients awaiting 
transplants. 

At the present time, 
Albertans spend between 
two and three years 
on a waiting list for 
the vision-restoring pro¬ 
cedure. 

That’s more than twice 
as long as people in Mani¬ 
toba and five times longer 


than those in British 
Columbia. 

Currently in Alberta 
there are about 500 people 
on the wait list for cornea 
transplants. 

Ophthalmologist 
David Climenhaga says 
over the next 18 months, 
they will try to get the 
wait down to about 14 
weeks with the new im¬ 
ports. 

A single cornea from 


the U.S. can cost some¬ 
where between $3,000 
and $4,000. 

The plan will cost 
about $1.46 million this 
year and $1.61 million 
next year. 

The province said the 
money is already in the 
Alberta Health Services 
budget, and it is just be¬ 
ing reallocated for the 
program.

IVESON TAPPED 
INTO THE DESIRE 
FOR VIGOUR, 
SWAGGER OF YOUTH 
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It’s been four days since Don 
Iveson was elected mayor and 
the city has not yet ground 
to a halt, nor have the streets 
signs on Jasper Avenue been 
changed to “8 Mile.” As of 
press time, city hall has not 
been toilet-papered by fiat 
boys. 

There were some who 
balked at the idea of electing 
a 34-year-old to the city’s high¬ 
est office but, as it turns out, 
the vast majority of Edmon¬ 
tonians, at least those who 
voted, were fine with handing 
over Stephen Mandel’s job to 
someone nearly half his age. 

During the campaign, Ive¬ 
son rarely, if ever, talked about 
his youth. The paraphrase an¬ 
swer he gave about his age: It 
shouldn’t matter. 

But in hindsight, it did mat¬ 
ter — only not the way anyone 
thought it would. Looking at 
the province-wide pattern, you 
have to wonder if Karen Leibo- 
vici and Keriy Diotte stood a 
chance. 

Red Deerians followed a 
63-year-old with 35-year-old 
Tara Veer. In Grande Prairie, 
Bill Givens, 41, was elected 
to his second term, and up in 
Wood Buffalo, 43-year-old Mel¬ 
issa Blake won her forth term. 
Calgaiy, of course, rehired the 
darling Naheed Nenshi. 

In fact, with the exception 
of Lethbridge, Alberta’s seven 


largest cities are now run by 
mayors with the average age 
of 37. The median age of an Al¬ 
bertan is just a touch younger. 

Is this all a coincidence or 
political attrition? Eveiy one 
of these cities has had young 
mayors, but never all at once. 
It seems that the youngest 
province in Canada is voting 
in its likeness. 

That’s not to say Iveson’s 
dimples, or Veer’s glow, or 
Nenshi’s babyface, got them 
the job. They won because 
they had the best campaign. 

But they had the best cam¬ 
paigns because they tapped 
into something that young 
people have in abundance 
and want more of: positivity, 
swagger and messages of a city 
that’s vigorous, not withering. 

Essentially, the rest of Al¬ 
berta wants to be Calgaiy. 

Calgaiy’s last three mayors 
were all under 40 when they 
were elected, a reflection of its 
youthful optimism. When we 
think of that city’s energy, we 
think of a cocksure attitude. 
This isn’t a bad thing. 

Iveson knew this. He left a 
trail of reassuring promising 
mantras throughout his cam¬ 
paign, such as “No one should 
underestimate our city.” 

During his victoiy speech 
Monday, he said, “We can all 
feel it. This election can be 
the moment where Edmonton 
turns.” 

In Edmonton, vitality and 
a slight re-branding, is what’s 
needed to strut ahead. And 
that’s what we collectively 
purchased on Monday.

It’s election day and just hours 
before the polls close. Hours 
before Don Iveson will sweep 
to power with the most votes 
a mayor of Edmonton has ever 
received. 

For the first time in 
months, his campaign man¬ 
ager has time on his hands, so 
he concentrates on the small 
things, like balloons. 

“I hate balloons,” said 
Chris Henderson bluntly, 
while giving a tour of the cam¬ 
paign office 

“You can’t run a campaign 
like this with out providing 
a lot of trust and faith in the 
people around you, so you 
can’t really second-guess de¬ 
cisions, but I do not like bal¬ 
loons,” he said. 

Letting go of the details is 
difficult for a man who ran a 
campaign with a focus on all 
of them. 

Nothing left to chance 

Nothing was left to chance 
in Iveson’s bid and it was a 
mix of positive messages, 
technology and volunteer ef¬ 
fort that helped propel the 34- 
year old, two-term councillor, 
into the mayor’s chair. 

On the doorsteps, Ive¬ 
son’s volunteers weren’t

just using their charm. They 
used a mobile app to enter 
voter information, iden¬ 
tify supporters, order lawn 
signs and find out what 
Edmontonians cared about. 

Henderson and the rest of 
the team was able to use all of 
that data to target neighbour¬ 
hoods, adding census data, 
voter turnout and even traf¬ 
fic flow information to make 
decisions about where to put 
resources. 

“That’s how we ended up 
with four giant billboards 
along the Yellowhead,” Hen¬ 
derson said. 


“The traffic pat¬ 
terns showed that a 
ton of people came out 
of those neighbourhoods we 
identified and went down the 
Yellowhead,” he said. 

Mixing technology & people 

Henderson has served as 
manager for all of Iveson’s 
campaigns. The pair have 
known each other since high 
school and worked together 
in student government at the 
University of Alberta. 

Henderson said he learned 
in those two campaigns that 


elections should mix technol¬ 
ogy and people — with the 
emphasis on people. 

“Some people think cam¬ 
paigning is an art. Some 
people think campaign is a 
science. It’s actually both. You 
just have to figure out when 
it’s which,” he said. 

He said despite the cam¬ 
paign’s strong online pres¬ 
ence, they knew that was 
never going to win the elec¬ 
tion. 

“There is no substitute for 
having someone knock on 
your door,” said Henderson. 

To get close to 900 vol-

unteers engaged in the cam¬ 
paign, Henderson said they 
had to make the office a fun 
place to be. 

‘Lawrence of Arabia’ tent 

He started in a regular of¬ 
fice, but halfway through the 
campaign he moved into the 
warehouse part of the build¬ 
ing into what he jokingly calls 
his “Lawrence of Arabia” tent. 

Made up of a pop-up tent, 
walls of vandalized campaign 
signs and thrift store furni¬ 
ture, it was meant to bring 
levity. 
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“This is scrappy,” he said. 
“We put this up with the 
lights because it’s fun.” 

The Iveson campaign 
trained volunteers, putting 
eveiyone through an hour- 
long session. 

“I think there’s some hesi¬ 
tation to go knock on doors 
because (volunteers) feel like 
they need to be experts with 
eveiything that’s happening 
in the city,” said Nick Dehod, 
who helped organize the cam¬ 
paign’s ground game. 

Giving people something 
to vote for 

Beyond the data and the 
door knockers, however, was 
the consistent message they 
told volunteers: Give people 
something to vote for, instead 
of something to vote against. 

“We spent a lot of the time 
in this election talking about 
where Edmonton is going, 
and what it can be — not ne¬ 
cessarily what sucks about it 
and what can be fixed,” said 
Henderson. 

Iveson himself under¬ 
scored that message in his vic- 
toiy speech. 

“We told ourselves we 
would rather inspire and lose 
than resort to anything and 
win,” he said to a packed hotel 
ballroom of supporters Mon¬ 
day night after the final bal¬ 
lots were counted. 

He argued this should be 
how all campaigns are run. 

“Let this example ring out 
across the countiy because 
our cities need positive leader¬ 
ship now more than ever,” 
said Iveson.

Ongoing scandal shows 
deep rifts in Tory ranks 


Getting nasty. 

Debate continues to 
rage over bid to oust 
disgraced senators Duffy, 
Wa lin and Brazeau — 
and now it's personal 


The Harper government’s bid 
for summary execution of 
senators Mike Duffy, Pamela 
Wallin and Patrick Brazeau 
has turned into an agoniz¬ 
ingly slow soap opera that is 
exposing a nasty — and in¬ 
creasingly personal — family 
feud within the Conservative 
caucus. 

Debate over government 
motions to suspend, without 
pay, the three erstwhile Con¬ 
servatives continued to rage 
in the Senate for the third 
straight day — with no end 
in sight. 

Thursday’s debate saw 


Marjory LeBreton, former 
government leader in the 
Senate, fire back at Duffy 
for alleging she was part of a 
“monstrous” conspiracy to in¬ 
timidate him into accepting a 
secret deal to pay back ineli¬ 
gible expenses or face being 
disqualified from sitting in 
the Senate. 

She variously described 
Duffy’s claims as “utterly 
preposterous,” “blatant false¬ 
hood” and “stretching credu¬ 
lity.” 

And, although LeBre¬ 
ton didn’t directly question 
Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper’s judgment in ap¬ 
pointing Duffy to the upper 
chamber, she revealed that 
she was never a fan of the 
former broadcast journalist, 
who hosted a daily show on 
federal politics until his ele¬ 
vation to the Senate in 2009. 

“I sometimes found my¬ 
self ... frustrated by his style 
of journalism, trading as he 



did, more often than not, on 
gossip and the latest hot ru¬ 
mour,” LeBreton told the up¬ 
per chamber. 

“And sometimes I was so 
disgusted that I felt like put¬ 
ting my foot through the tele¬ 
vision set.” 


When anyone com¬ 
plained, Duffy would say, “It’s 
showbiz,” LeBreton said, im¬ 
plying that Duffy has taken 
the same approach to justify¬ 
ing his role in the Senate ex¬ 
penses scandal.

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Barneys accused of racial profiling

Two black shoppers 
say they were stopped 
by police after making 
luxury purchases 


Barneys department store 
says it has retained a civil 
rights expert to lead a review 


of its policies and has reached 
out to New York community 
leaders to start a dialogue 
after it was accused of racially 
profiling shoppers. 

Two black customers say 
they were questioned by po¬ 
lice after they made purchases 
at the store. One of them has 
filed a discrimination lawsuit 
against Barneys, the city and its 
police department; the other 


has filed a complaint with the 
city’s police watchdog. 

According to a lawsuit filed 
Monday, 19-year-old Trayon 
Christian purchased a $350 
Ferragamo belt and was ac¬ 
costed by undercover officers 
after leaving. The lawsuit said 
he showed identification, the 
receipt and debit card to the 
officers, but he was told the ID 
was false and “that he could 


not afford to make such an 
expensive purchase.” He was 
allegedly held in a precinct 
cell for more than two hours 
before being released with no 
charges filed. It said the inci¬ 
dent was due to “discrimina¬ 
tion based on plaintiff’s race 
and age as he was a young 
black American male.” 

A second shopper, Kayla 
Phillips, 21, told the media 


Wednesday that she was sur¬ 
rounded by police after pur¬ 
chasing a $2,500 Celine hand¬ 
bag. They demanded to know 
why she used a debit card 
without a name on it, she 
said. Phillips explained it was 
a temporary card. After show¬ 
ing ID and a new card that 
had arrived in the mail, they 
let her go. She also intends to 
sue police, the associated press

Chatty Pacific 
killer whales go 
quiet: Scientists 

Vancouver Aquarium 
researchers are puzzled 
by changes seen in killer 
whale pods that live off 
British Columbia and Alaska. 

Dr. Lance Barrett- 
Lennard says the resident 
pods have lost seven older 
females over the past two 
years, and he’s noticed 
a lack of vocalizations 
from the normally chatty 
mammals. 

Whales use sound to 
find each other, to locate 
prey and just to communi¬ 
cate, he said. The whales 
appear to be foraging 


actively and behaving 
normally in other ways. 

The aquarium’s cet¬ 
acean research team says 
the whales were also seen 
the past two summers 
travelling in small groups, 
further offshore to find 
food — behaviour more 
typical in winter. 

At the same time, 
Barrett-Lennard said the 
number of the rarer Bigg’s 
killer whales has been 
increasing over the past 
25 years, and the two spe¬ 
cies that used to avoid one 
another are now spotted 
in almost equal measure. 

Barrett-Lennard said 
the changes are not 
alarming, but do need 
further study.

Abduction case 
sends aftershock 


Roma. Negative 
reporting on minorities 
has re-emerged via 
recent cases: Council of 
Europe's Commissioner 
for Human Rights 


A Roma woman in Bulgaria 
has undergone DNA testing 
and faces preliminaiy char¬ 
ges of child selling as author¬ 
ities investigate if she is the 
mother of a young girl found 
living with an unrelated 
couple in Greece, authorities 
said Thursday. 

Though the tests have yet 
to prove Sasha Ruseva, 35, is 
the biological mother of the 
girl known as “Maria,” the 
woman’s admission that she 
once left a baby behind in 
Greece opened her up to a 
formal investigation. 

Ruseva acknowledged to 


Bulgarian TV that she had 
been questioned about the 
girl, believed to be five or 
six years old, who was found 
during a raid for drugs and 
weapons in a Roma camp 
in central Greece last week. 
Ruseva said she gave birth to 
a girl while working as an ol¬ 
ive picker in Greece. 

The child’s case gained 
global notice. 

Ruseva said she wanted 
the girl back if tests prove she 
is the girl’s mother. 

But she denied taking any 
money for giving up her baby 
to another Roma family years 
ago. 

The preliminaiy charges 
filed against her allow au¬ 
thorities to start an investi¬ 
gation into whether money 
changed hands for the child. 

Greek authorities took 
custody of “Maria” after a 
prosecutor present during 
the camp raid noticed the 
blond, blue-eyed and pale- 


slcinned girl looked nothing 
like the couple raising her. 

A DNA test confirmed she 
was not related to them. 

Ruseva said she rec¬ 
ognized the Greek Roma 
couple in the “Maria” case 
as the same people with 
whom she left her child. 
Ruseva said she gave birth to 
a girl while working as an ol¬ 
ive picker in Greece “several 
years ago,” but that she had 
to leave the child because she 
didn’t have enough money to 
take her home. 

Ruseva has had eight chil¬ 
dren. “I intended to go back 
and take my child home, but 
meanwhile I gave birth to 
two more kids so I was not 
able to go back,” Ruseva said 
on Bulgarian TV, insisting 
that she did not get paid 
for giving up the girl. The 
“Maria” case has spurred con¬ 
cerns about child trafficking 
within the Roma community.

The public prosecutor de¬ 
cided to reopen the case after 
“new indications” emerged, 


though the prosecutor gave 
no details in a report seen on 
Radiotelevisao Portuguesa. 

The case was closed in 
2008 because no crime was 
detected. 

The girl vanished during 
a family vacation in south¬ 
ern Portugal’s Algarve region 
in May 2007, just before her 


fourth birthday. 

A team of detectives from 
northern Portugal began re¬ 
viewing the evidence two 
years ago. 

British police have also 
been sifting through the case 
files and said they have identi¬ 
fied new avenues of investiga¬ 
tion.

Threats, brutality. 

Uzbeks must perform 
national duty, which 
the government 
defines as supporting 
the cotton harvest 


In Uzbekistan, this time of 
the year is the cotton harvest. 
It is also a time fraught with 
peril. 

One warm evening this 
month, Safarboy Karimov 
was at a public meeting in 
the western region of Kara- 
kalpalcistan where he was 
humiliated by government 
officials for not picking 
enough cotton. At least one 
official said he would be bet¬ 
ter off hanging himself if he 
couldn’t meet the quota. 


A few days later, the father 
of four committed suicide. 
He was found hanging from 
a tree. 

On Sept. 15, Amirbek Ra- 
lchmatov, 6, suffocated be¬ 
neath a heap of raw cotton 
in the Bukhara region, also 
in western Uzbekistan. Amir¬ 
bek had not gone to school 
that day. Instead, he went 
to a cotton field to help his 
mother, who had been “mo¬ 
bilized” by the government 
for the harvest. As she picked 
the white fluffy cotton balls, 
he climbed into a trailer and 
fell asleep. The other work¬ 
ers didn’t notice the little boy 
and dumped raw cotton on 
top of him all day. 

More than 130 apparel 
brands and retailers have 
pledged not to use Uzbek cot¬ 
ton.

Leaders denounce 
Obama administration 
over eavesdropping 
allegations 


European leaders united 
in anger Thursday as they 
attended a summit over¬ 
shadowed by reports of wide¬ 
spread U.S. spying on its allies 
— allegations German Chan¬ 
cellor Angela Merkel said had 
shattered trust in the Obama 
administration and under¬ 


mined the crucial trans-Atlan¬ 
tic relationship. 

The latest revelations that 
the U.S. National Security 
Agency swept up more than 
70 million phone records in 
France and may have tapped 
Merkel’s own cellphone 
brought denunciations from 
the French and German gov¬ 
ernments. 

Merkel’s unusually stern 
remarks as she arrived at 
the European Union gather¬ 
ing indicated she wasn’t pla¬ 
cated by a phone conversa¬ 
tion she had Wednesday with 
President Barack Obama, or 


his personal assurances that 
the U.S. is not listening in on 
her calls now. 

Other leaders arriving for 
the 28-nation meeting echoed 
Merkel’s displeasure. Swed¬ 
ish Prime Minister Fredrilc 
Reinfeldt called it “complete¬ 
ly unacceptable” for a coun- 
tiy to eavesdrop on an allied 
leader. 

Echoing Merkel, Austria’s 
foreign minister, Micheal 
Spindelegger, said, “We need 
to re-establish with the U.S. a 
relationship of trust, which 
has certainly suffered from

nymity because the probe was 
still underway. 

The magazine Mother Jones 
first reported the stoiy. 

The Russian Foreign Min- 
istiy said it was “bewildered” 
by the reports and said the “fab¬ 
rications they contained had 
nothing to do with the reality.” 

Zaytsev dismissed the accus¬ 
ations as an attempt to hurt ties 
between Moscow and Washing¬ 
ton.

‘Overjoyed.’ Stephen 
Chalmers has a new 
home thanks to donors 
from across the country 




As Stephen Chalmers stepped 
into his bright, spacious, new 
1999 fifth-wheel in Langley, 
B.C., on Thursday, he went si¬ 
lent and just took it all in. 

Then, he burst into tears. 

“I live in a palace,” he said, 
his voice quivering with relief 
after having survived nearly 
six weeks in a run-down Surrey 
trailer park without power. 

Chalmers, who suffers from 
multiple mental illnesses in¬ 
cluding depression, was pushed 
to his limit when the landlord, 
K.B. Properties, failed to hire a 
health-and-safety co-ordinator 
for the demolition of the neigh¬ 
bouring Beladean Motel. 

The demolition crew hit 
five hydro wires, and ever since 
then the Beladean Trailer Park 
has been running on unreliable 
generators — and even those 
the landlord failed to provide 
until the city got involved. 

Chalmers wanted to leave, 
but his leaky 1989 trailer was 
too old and broken down to be 
accepted at most other trailer 
parks. 

Realizing how desperate the 
situation was, his sister, Mari¬ 
lyn Chase, started a crowdfiind- 
ing campaign on Fundrazr.com 
with Metro’s assistance. 

Within five days the cam¬ 
paign hit its goal of $5,000. 
Metro then partnered with the 


Travelhome trailer dealership 
in Langley, plus a very generous 
anonymous donor who heard 
Chalmers’ stoiy on Classic Rock 
101 and offered another $5,000, 
to buy him a refurbished, 
family-sized 26-foot trailer. 

On Thursday Travelhome 
staff also surprised Chalmers, 
who fives on disability, with 
plenty of home furnishings, 
such as pots and pans, towels, 
bedding and gift certificates for 
groceries. 

“I’m overwhelmed, over¬ 
joyed, ecstatically happy,” Chal¬ 
mers said, before adding he 
wanted to send a message to 
the donors across the country 


and as far away as Norway who 
made it all possible. 


Chalmers’ message to donors

you people showed me 
is overwhelming, and 
for that I thank you and I

Chalmers has found a new, 
quiet trailer park to five in, 


and is thrilled that he will be 
reunited with his beloved shih 
tzu, Spaghetti. He has been un¬ 
able to five with her for the past 
two years because his old, leaky 
trailer wasn’t safe for her. 

“It means that I’m not total¬ 
ly alone,” he said. “The love that 
that dog shows me is absolutely 
undying and unconditional.” 

Several local politicians, in¬ 
cluding two members of prov¬ 
incial parliament and Surrey 
city councillor Barinder Rasode, 
showed up to the key handover 
to wish Chalmers well, and to 
promise him they will continue 
to fight for harsher penalties 
for negligent landlords. 


“As we head into the winter 
and you look at serious issues 
like people not having electri¬ 
city or heat, we are working on 
it right away,” said Rasode. 

“We’re hoping in the next 
couple of weeks that we’ll have 
a recommendation (on tougher 
bylaws) from our bylaws de¬ 
partment.” 


Others still without power 


Eight residents with nowhere 
else to go still live at the 
Beladean Trailer Park in Sur¬ 
rey, which has been running 
on generators for nearly six 
weeks since an inadequately 
supervised motel demolition 
knocked the power out on 
Sept. 14. 


• Program manager of 
emergency shelter Hyland 
House Peter Fedos con¬ 
ducts homeless outreach 
in the area on behalf of 
B.C. Housing. 


• He said the city, the 

Ministry of Social Develop¬ 
ment, and Options Com¬ 
munity Services, of which 
Hyland House is a part, are 
in constant contact about 
the situation.

Connecting families

It’s a good thing Ming Lo 
doesn’t need much sleep 
because, for the past few 
months, this ideas guy hasn’t 
had much. 

It was one such idea that 
Lo brainstormed with friend 
and fellow ideas man Mar¬ 
tin Dugas, executive director 
of Ronald McDonald House 
Northern Alberta (RMHNA), 
that resulted in hundreds of 
volunteer hours and count¬ 
less sleepless nights, as well 
as an award-winning project 
for the RMHNA Family Con¬ 
nect program. 

A product and graphic 
designer by trade, Lo and 
girlfriend, artist Sae Shigeto, 
created a video — a series 
of computerized, colourful 
characters and a stoiy that 
illustrates what sick kids and 
their families go through 
when they stay at Ronald 
McDonald House. The video 


received the inaugural RMHC 
innovation award and a grant 
for the Family Connect pro¬ 
gram. 

“These two get the house 
and they get the magic,” 
Dugas said. “And they never 
once complained or shied 
away from whatever we 
asked of them. None of this 
would have been possible if 
someone was wanting a pay- 
cheque.” 

For Lo, 33, who moved to 
Edmonton to study at the U of 
A several years ago, becoming 
immersed in this volunteer 
project has been special. 

“I found meaning in help¬ 
ing at the house,” Lo said. “It 
doesn’t tire me, it motivates 
me to see that we can benefit 
people.” 

“I fell in love with the 
kids and images of the magic 
room and quilt room — im¬ 
portant spots for kids at the 
house,” said Shigeto, who, 
with Lo, also gave time to 
just play with the kids at the 
house or be part of the Home 


For Dinner program. “It has 
been a labour of love.” 

Lo is enthusiastic and 
thoughtful about building a 
program that has global ap¬ 
plications for other Ronald 
McDonald House locations. 

“People may never under¬ 
stand that this means more 
than money,” Lo said. “Maybe 
we’re considered innovators 
in Canada with this program, 
but mostly it just feels like 
home. We’ve found a way to 
help connect families to each 
other and to all the resour¬ 
ces in the Ronald McDonald 
House world. Eveiy day here, 
people discover the best in 
themselves. It’s inspiring to 
me.” 

As if the video and draw¬ 
ings weren’t enough, the 
pair also created a book with 
whimsical illustrations to 
thank some of those involved 
with the Family Connect pro¬ 
gram. 

“I have been involved with 
other charities, but this is a 
fit — it feels right,” Lo said.

Less talk, more action 


The Counselor. 

Existential speeches 
bog down a promising 
dark crime drama 


Richard: Mark, The 

Counselor is the feel bad 
movie of the year. Bleak and 
hopeless, it’s a crime drama 
that examines the reasons 
and consequences of crime 
instead of focusing on the 
crime itself. It’s a stylish cau- 
tionaiy tale about the worst 
of human behaviour driven 
by greed, lust and hubris; 
a non-action, action movie 
where most of the fireworks 
are in McCarthy’s dialogue. 
Luckily actors like Bardem, 
Pitt and Fassbender are there 
to keep the fuse lit. What did 
you make of it? 


Mark: I’m convinced there’s 
a decent movie embedded in 
this overstuffed, overwrit¬ 
ten film. First, let’s take out 
all the portentous, existen¬ 
tial speeches delivered by 
even the most tangential 
characters. Then, we could 
cut about two-thirds of Mi¬ 
chael Fassbender’s pained 
reaction shots. He looks like 
he’s got indigestion after be¬ 
ing force-fed the script. Oh, 
and get rid of the opening 
soft-core scene between him 
and Penelope Cruz. Then, 
there might be a grimly sar¬ 
donic movie on the order of 
No Country for Old Men. But 
as it is, I could only enjoy it 
for the acting, the scenery, 
and Bardem’s collection of 
80’s Versace shirts. 

RC: I liked it more than you, 
but only by one of Javier Bar¬ 


dem’s crazy Brian Grazier 
hairs. Talky to the extreme, 
the entire movie is built 
around dialogue that sounds 
like it flowed from the hard¬ 
est boiled crime writer out 
there, which I guess Mc¬ 
Carthy is now that Elmore 
Leonard is working from his 
celestial typewriter. Catch 
phrases abound — “You don’t 
know someone until you 
know what they want,” for 
example — but it is wordy. 
Sometimes brilliantly so, but 
the pacing, particularly in the 
first hour, will be thought of 
as hypnotic by some, slow by 
others. My main disappoint¬ 
ment was Diaz, who I didn’t 
think could deliver the dia¬ 
logue. You? 

MB: Diaz was OK because 
she looked the part and that 
got her through some clunky 


line readings. But back to the 
script... the plot is revealed 
slowly, in layers, which will 
not be to everyone’s liking. 
You just know you are in 
the company of some very 
bad people; you’re just not 
sure why. This mysterious¬ 
ness kept me interested 
for awhile; then I started 
counting the speaking parts 
and calculating the budget. 
Even at scale, it must have 
mounted up. And semi- 
famous actors keep showing 
up for only one scene, never 
to be seen again, like Ruben 
Blades. And Richard, was 
that John Leguizamo in an 
uncredited scene? 

RC: Yes! It’s cameo city! 

MB: Fits right in with the 
movie’s aesthetic of more is 
more.

Since getting Hollywood’s 
attention — and an Oscar nom¬ 
ination — for True Grit in 2010, 
16-year-old Hailee Steinfeld 
has kept some impressive mo¬ 
mentum going. This fall, she 
debuted Can a Song Save Your 
Life at the Toronto Internation¬ 
al Film Festival before seeing 
Romeo and Juliet hit theatres. 
Now she co-stars in the long- 
awaited film adaptation of the 
science-fiction novel Ender’s 
Game. 

It’s still early in your career, 
but you’re making some 
great choices. 

There’s really been no 
specific method in terms 
of picking roles or any of 
that. I find that everything 


that I’ve done has been so 
different from the last, and 
I think that’s a reason why 
I love that and I’m attracted 
to certain roles. But it’s a 
process that involves my 
agents and my parents, so 
there’s a lot of filtering be¬ 
fore it gets to me. It comes 
down to just sort of loving 


the idea and loving the 
whole story and wanting to 
be a part of it. 

You’re also doing a lot of 
adaptations, which is be¬ 
coming a common theme. 

Yes! Which again is not 
necessarily intentional but 
really helpful. I always find it 


interesting when some actors 
don’t read the book (some¬ 
thing is based on) — which is 
starting to make more sense 
to me given the fact that 
you’re given a script to make 
a movie, and it may or may 
not have anything to do with 
the book. I remember when 
I shot True Grit, the fact that 


it was a book and had been 
done before was huge for me 
and it helped me so much. 
And then with Romeo and 
Juliet and Ender’s Game, it’s 
just a couple hundred extra 
pages of knowledge. 

With Ender’s Game, some 
viewers seem to be looking 
for a love story between 
yours and Asa Butterfield’s 
characters where there isn’t 
one. Is that frustrating? 
Yeah, right? I know. I think 
in some ways it’s expected. 
But the beauty of the rela¬ 
tionship is that there’s no 
pressure in terms of liking 
each other or any of that. 

They don’t have to fall 
in love to trust each other. 
There doesn’t have to be any 
of that. They have a really 
great friendship, which I 
think is really special. And 
again, they’re in Battle 
School. People aren’t secretly 
going out, there’s none of 
that happening. There’s no 
place to go, there’s nothing 
to do, you’re under strict 
rules and you’re away from 
your family so all you really 
want is a friend.

Film exec David V. Picker 
doesn’t have the flamboy¬ 
ance of a Robert Evans. But 
his track record is arguably 
even more staggering. As a 
producer, including a stint as 
president of United Artists in 
the ’60s and ’70s, he helped 
bring James Bond to the mov¬ 
ies, as well as the Beatles and 
Woody Allen. His new book, 
Musts, Maybes and Nevers: A 
Book About the Movies, details 
his successes and occasional 
disasters over a lengthy career. 

This is a largely positive book, 
though you do call Robert Alt¬ 
man an unprintable word. 

Some of the people I dealt with 
I had enormous respect for 
and liked. Some of the people I 
had respect for and didn’t like. 
Some of the people I dealt with 
I neither respected nor liked. 

It’s the nature of the beast, but 
in the world of the arts, it’s 
probably even more — how 
should I say? — more colourful. 

Artists don’t always have a 
strong business sense. 

But many do. Even if they don’t

have good business sense, they 
understand that in order to get 
support for what they do, they 
have to deal with the financial 
reality. Some of them are veiy 
good and extremely caring, 
others — on both sides of the 
table — couldn’t care less. 

The cliche of the ’ 60 s and ’70s 
was there was a greater crea¬ 
tivity than there is now. 

I’m not sure that’s true. There 
was certainly great freedom, 
but I just saw two movies 
in the last few days that are 
fantastic, and they couldn’t 
be further apart in economic 
content. You go see Gravity and 
you go see Nebraska, and you 
see two fabulous movies that 
couldn’t be further apart in the 
economic risks involved and 
the potential gain involved. 
And yet both got made and are 
absolutely fabulous films. 

You mention not only great, 
beloved films you were 


involved with, but also 
disasters. But some, like The 
Fugitive Kind and Electra 
Glide in Blue, have come 
around to some retroactive 
acclaim. Even Ishtar has a cult 
following now. 

Well, that doesn’t make it 
good. I don’t think Ishtar is a 
veiy good movie. The Fugitive 
Kind is a terrible picture. It 
just doesn’t work. That’s my 
opinion. Other people may 
think it’s a classic of some 
kind. They’re entitled to think 
that.... The one thing about 
the arts is eveiybody comes 
away with their own opinions. 
Some people look at modem 
art and say it’s just junk. Other 
people look at it and think it’s 
fabulous and interesting. 

You stress how hard it is to 
predict success in the movie 
business. Even James Bond 
— a British series starring a 
then-unknown — was risky. 
Eveiy movie’s a risk. I think 
making Dr. No for a million 
dollars wasn’t a giant risk. 

The difficulty was getting the 
rights. Initially Ian Fleming 
wasn’t going to sell them. Then 
he sold them to somebody who 
couldn’t get it made. Then it 
(came) to us. One of the part¬ 
ners had a deal with Columbia, 
but Columbia didn’t want to 
do it then. It’s hard to look 
back today and say, “What do 
you mean they didn’t want to 
do the first James Bond?” But 
they passed and I got it. There’s 
no accounting for how those 
decisions are made, and... it’s 
water under the bridge.

is perhaps not: “I got fans that 
say, ‘Oh hey Shad, I hate rap but 
I like you!’ / Well I hate that but 
I like you / Or at least I like that 
you like me, so I won’t spite you 
/ It’s not your fault that you’re 
a white dude that likes white 
music I like too / Just don’t be 
surprised by my IQ.” 

The 31-year-old is often held 
aloft as a nutritious alternative 
to that “other” rap, a likable 
eveiyman whose knotty (but 
never naughty) rhymes tend 
to avoid such well-worn rap 
tropes as violence or bank-ac¬ 
count bragging. 

But he’s not always comfort¬ 
able with his status as Canadian 
rap’s cerebral saviour, especial¬ 
ly when a compliment simul¬ 
taneously implies an insult to¬ 
ward his hip-hop peers. 

“It can be a source of frustra¬ 
tion,” he said during a recent 
interview on the patio of a To¬ 
ronto cafe. “The truth is, what 
I do is pretty straight-ahead rap. 
It’s not like Gym Class Heroes 
or something like that where 
there’s this obvious crossover 
appeal. 

“I think to a great extent it’s 
been awesome and a pleasant 
surprise throughout my whole 
career,” he adds of the support 
he’s received. “Even outside of 
music, it’s like a faith in hu¬ 
manity thing, where you’re 
like: ‘Oh cool, people can listen 
really open-mindedly. It’s not 
what they normally listen to 
but they listen closely with an 
intent to empathize.’ 

“And then to some extent 
it’s like, well, hopefully that 
will open your mind up to 
other music that I love, which 
has influenced me, and some¬ 
times people are still closed off 
to that. And I think that’s the 
frustration I was describing. I 
come from a tradition of people 
who do exactly this. I mean, I’m 
doing it in my own way, but it 
comes from a long tradition.

Sherlock, starring Benedict 
Cumberbatch, will return to 
public TV in Januaiy, keeping 
company on Sunday nights 
with the Downton Abbey 
crowd. 

Season three of the mod¬ 
ern Sherlock Holmes mysteiy 
series will begin Jan. 19, PBS 
said Wednesday. It was pre¬ 
viously announced that the 
fourth season of Downton 
will begin Jan 5. 

The scheduling reflects 
PBS’ new strategy of pairing 
dramas on Sunday, part of a 
broader effort to build “flow 
within a given night in our 
schedule,” said Beth Hoppe, 
PBS’ chief programming 


executive. Prime-time viewer- 
ship on Sunday, home to pri¬ 
marily British dramas, grew 
26 per cent last season with 
the new approach, Hoppe 
said, and Sherlock and Down- 
ton Abbey were seen as good 
partners. 

Overall, PBS’ prime-time 
ratings were up seven per 


cent last season compared to 
the year before, Hoppe said. 

Downton Abbey, the hit 
drama about the lives and 
loves of landed gently and 
their servants, will be preced¬ 
ed by a Dec. 1 special, Return 
to Downton Abbey. Hosted by 
Susan Sarandon, it will offer

It’s almost time for the sea¬ 
son finale of Children’s Hos¬ 
pital, the comedy series that 
offers a heavy dose of satire 
on the oh-so-serious medical 
drama genre. 

The Emmy-award-winning 
show, which began as a web 
series on the WB.com, is ac¬ 
tually a show-within-a-show. 

Actors play eccentric doc¬ 
tors and live out ridiculously 
comedic stoiylines — a far cry 
from the “dark and twisty” 
world of Meredith Grey. 

What can we expect from 
the finale? Or, more specific¬ 
ally, who is going to die and 
come back to life this time? 
Creator and star Rob Corddry 
dishes on the doctors. 


Here’s what we know so 
far: the episode traces the 
doctors’ trip to Japan, and 
covers birth, death, sex, war 
and opera.

LaBute’s astringent perspec¬ 
tive on relationships in In the 
Company of Men, The Shape 
of Things and other works has 
earned him a virtual tattoo of 
two other potent words, misan¬ 
thrope and misogynist, but in a 
recent interview he was cheer¬ 
fully game for questions and 
generous with his answers. 

Why did you decide to write 
for TV? 

As a writer, I’ve always been 
someone who did these one- 
offs. ... The idea for writing for 
characters even more than 
once was always appealing 


to me.... What I love about 
television is how connected 
an audience becomes to those 
characters. 

Critics and observers have said 
your characters aren’t necessar¬ 
ily always — or even sometimes 
— lovable. 

Or ever (laughs). 

But TV depends on creating 
a bond between viewers and 
characters and, in this case, 
we’re being asked to spend a 
couple meals in their company. 
How do you expect viewers to 
respond? 

I think everyone has that in 
their family: Someone comes 
to Thanksgiving dinner and 
you say, “Oh, heavens, you 
didn’t tell me he was coming.” 
That’s a little bit of life to me. 

... I hope that whether some¬ 
one on the show is difficult, or 
someone you don’t necessar¬ 
ily want to throw your arms 
around, that you find them 
compelling, you find them 
interesting and you want to see 
what happens to them.

Screenwriter and comic-book 
scribe Cole Haddon makes 
his first foray into network 
television with Dracula, a 
re-imagining that pits Bram 
Stoker’s bloodsucker (Jona¬ 
than Rhys Meyers) against a 
super-rich Christian secret so¬ 


ciety in 19th-century London. 

What’s the process for find¬ 
ing a new way to work with 
a familiar property? 

I think it always begins with 
the theme, which always 
seems to be something that’s 
frustrating me about the 
world at the moment. I don’t 
know if there’s any reason to 
really go back to these stories 


unless you find ways to make 
them relevant to modern 
audiences. It’s finding that 
thing that matters to me 
today, then finding a way to 
create conflict in the world 
with that, really. 

You’re using a very par¬ 
ticular evil that’s prevalent 
today. How did you land on 
that? 
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One of the challenges with 
Dracula is that he’s a super¬ 
natural monster, and I do 
not have much faith myself. 
So wandering in the world 
of the supernatural isn’t ter¬ 
ribly exciting. 

However, having a char¬ 
acter born of some sort of 
supernatural damnation and 
pitting him against an or¬ 
ganization that’s founded on 
fundamentalist principles, 
that have incredibly crazy 
ideas about spreading their 
religion across the globe via 
holy war seemed very fascin¬ 
ating to me. It’s the conflict 
between science and faith 
that exists in the world — at 
least in America — today. 

They’re not just fundamen¬ 
talists, though. There’s also 
the oil barons and the one 
percenters represented. 

Well, the Order in this world 
is very much the forces of 
conservatism. It’s religion 
that has absorbed capital¬ 
ism and made it part of its 
religion in order to oppress 
the masses. It also allows me 
to comment on my disdain 
for fossil fuels. 

When you’re pitching this 
to a TV network, how much 
of that do you leave out? 

It’s astonishing, but to NBC’s 
credit, whenever I talked 
about it they asked for more. 
I never felt censored by NBC 
in this regard, and at the 
end of the day just by virtue 
of editing and development 
some references have been 
left out, but it is veiy appar¬ 
ent that the villains of this 
world are the fundamen¬ 
talists, and they have very 
specific ideas for what the

20th century should be, and 
I just happen to disagree 
with all of that. 

It has to be a tricky thing to 
pull off, making the audi¬ 
ence side with a vampire. 

It was my initial hesita¬ 
tion. Because of the fact 
that he’s a villain in the 
novel through and through, 
there’s nothing to empa¬ 
thize with about him. He 
is a monster, so without a 
real motivation or a reason 
for audiences to connect to 
him, there was no reason to 
do it for me. That’s why we 
had to find an origin stoiy 
that made him a character 
you could in fact empathize 
with. 

When you’re writing a 
horror-based show for 
network TV, what’s the self¬ 
censorship level? 

Eveiy time I tried to censor 
myself, I was told I didn’t 
go far enough. That’s the 
bizarre irony of network 
television, where we no 
longer can show the amount 
of skin that we did in 1994 
when NYPD Blue was on 
the air, but if it comes to 
violence, the threshold is 
so much further down the 
line. So more often than not 
we got to do whatever we 
wanted in the gore factor. 
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Are Pattinson and Stewart 
hooking up on the DL? 


Maybe things aren’t so over 
between Robert Pattinson 
and Kristen Stewart after 
all.

Wash and diy 6 apples. 
Insert large candy stick. 
Set aside. Place 12 
ounces of white candy 
melts in heat-safe bowl.
